A DANGEROUS SHORT CUT. 


Judge Alton B Parker's letter ac- 


cepting the 
Democratic nomination 


for the presidency was made public on 
Holiday. 
Judiciously and clearly lie 


lavs before the American people tlie 
issues upon vrhich the campaign, will 
be fought. 
>"o jingoistic sentiments 


or rhetorical appeals are used in his 
declarations as to his position. He 
stands for tariff reform and favors rec 
iprocity: urges a definite pledge of 
freedom to the Filipinos as a stimulus 
to self government, and favors liberal 
pensioning of soldiers and sailors.

1 wish here, how e\ er. .main to refer 
to my \ien- there expressed as to the 
gold standaul, to der-lnre acnln my un- 
qualified belief in said standard and to 
express my appreciation of the action 
of the convention In reply to my com- 
munication upon that subject. 


Grave p.ibilc questions are pressing 


for decision. 
The Democratic party 


appeals to the people with confidence 
that Its position on these questions will 
be accepted aud indorsed at the polls. 
While the Issues Involved are numer- 
ous, some stand forth pre-eminent in 
the public mind. 
Among these are 


tariff reform. Imperialism, economical 
administration aud honesty In the pub- 
lic service. 
I shall briefly consider 


these and some others within the nec- 
essarily prescribed limits of this letter. 


Imperialism. 


\Vhlle I presented my views nt the 


notification proceedings concerning this 
vital issue, the overshadowing impor- 
tance of this question Impels me to re- 
fer to it airniu. 
The issue is often- 


times referred to as constitutionalism 
versus imperialism. 


If we would retain our liberties and 


constitutional rights unimpaired we 
cannot permit or tolerate at any time 
or for any purpose the arrogation of 
unconstitutional powers by the execu- 
tive branch of our government. 
We 


should be ever mindful of the words 
of Webster, "Liberty Is only to be pro- 
served by maintaining constitutional 
lestraints and a Just division of polit- 
ical powers." 


Already the national government has 


become centralized beyond any point 
contemplated 
or 
Imagined 
by 
the 


founders of the constitution. How tre- 
mendously all this has added to the 
power of the president! It has devel- 
oped from year to year until it almost 
equals that of many moaarcbs. While 
the growth of our country and the mag- 
nitude of interstate interests may seem 
to furnish a plausible reason for this 
centralization of po\ver, yet these same 
facts afford the most potent reason 
why the executive should iiot be per- 
mitted to encroach upon tbe other de- 
partments of the government and as- 
sume legislative or other powers not 
expressly conferred by tD.e constitu- 
tion. 


The magnitude of the ronntry and 


Its diversity of Interests nnd rjopula- 
tlon would enable a determined, ambi- 
tious and able executive, uamlndful of 
conjtltutlonal 
limitations 
and flred 


with the lust of power, to go far In 
the usurpation of authority and the 
aggrandizement of personal power be- 
fore the situation could be fully appre- 
ciated or the people be aroused. 


The Issue of imperialism which has 


been thrust upon the country involves 
n decision whether the law of the land 
or the rule of Individual caprice shall 
govern. 
The principle of imperialism 


may give rise to brilliant, startling, 
flashing results, but the principle of 
democracy holds in check the brilliant 
executive and subjects him to the so- 
ber, conservative control of the people. 


The people of the L'mtod States 


stand at the paitlng of the ways. 
Shall we follow the footsteps of our 
fathers along the paths of peace, pros- 
perity and contentment, guided by the 
ever living spirit of the constitution 
which they framed for us, or shall we 
go along other and untried paths hith- 
erto shunned by all, following blindly 
new Ideals which, though appealing 
with brilliancy to the Imagination and 
nmbition, may prove a will-o'-the-wisp, 
leading us into difficulties from which 
It may be Impossible to extricate our- 
selves without lasting Injury to our 
national character and Institutions? 
The Tariff and Trusts. 


Tariff reform Is one of the cardinal 


principles of the Democratic faith, and 
the necessity for it was never greater 
than at the present time. It should be 
undertaken .it once In the Interest of 
all our people 


The Dinslpy tariff is excessive In 


many of its rates and. as to them at 
least unjustly nnd oppressively bur- 
dens the people. It secures to domes- 
tic manufacturer-, singly or In combi- 
nation, the urmk'se of exacting ex- 
cessive prices at home and prices far 
above the level of sales made regular- 
ly by them abroad with profit, thus 
giving a bounty to foreigners at the 
expense of our own people. It levies 
oppressn e and 
unjust taxes upon 


many articles forming In whole or part 
the so called raw material of m.uiy 
of our manufactured products, not on- 
ly burdening the consumer, but also 
closing to the manufacturer the mar- 
kets he needs anil seeks abroad. Its 
unjust taxation burdens the people 
generally, forcing them to pay excess- 
ive prices for food, fuel, clothing and 
utlier necessaries of life. It levies du- 
ties on many articles not normally Im- 
ported in any considerable amount 
which are made extensively at home, 
for which the most extreme protec- 
tionist would hardly Justify protective 
taxes, and which in large amounts are 
exported. Such duties have been and 
will continue to be a direct Incentive 
to the formation of huge industrial 
combinations, which, secure from for- 
eign competition, are enabled to stifle 
domestic competition and practically 
to monopolize the home market. 


It contains m.tny duties Imposed fnr 
ihe express purpose only, as was open- 
ly avowed, of furnishing a basis for 
reduction by mean* of reciprocal trade 
treaties, which the Republican admin- 
istration, impliedly at least, promised 
to negotiate. li.ivms on this promise 
seined the increased duties the Re- 
publican puny lenders, spurred on by 
protected 
interests.

the 


treaties negotiated by the executive,

Letter from the World'i F»Lr City—The 


Japanese Exhibit—The Igorrotea. 


JohnT. Hunt, of Charlesville, has 


kindly given us permission to publish 
the following letter which he recently 
received from J. B. Lumen: 


ST. Louis, Mo,, September 21 


Mr. John T. Hunt, Cliarlesville, Pa. 


DEAR SIB AND PBIEND:—You asked 


me in yen r letter to give yon a little in- 
formation as to the fair and the Japan- 
ese exhibits. 


Tbe St. Louis world's fair, or, as it 


is rfficially designated, the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition, marks an epoch 
in the history cf the world's great ex- 
positions. One of the great e it events 
in history, namely, the L'u'siana Pur- 
chase, which brought under the ban- 
ner of freedom one of the richest 
quarters of the globe and made Ameri- 
can expansion a possibility, is being 
commemorated by the greatest exposi- 
tion ever held by any nation, an expo- 
sition which in magnitude and inter- 
est stands head and sbculders above 
any other exposition ever held. 
The 


vast sum of $50,000,000 has been gath- 
ered together to hold this great fair. 
The citizens of St. Louis raised 85,000,- 
000 as their contribution, the munici- 
pality contributed $5,000,000, the fed- 
eral government contributed nearly 
87,000,000, the state of Missouri, 31,- 
000,000. 
Fifty-one states are partici- 


pating and their total appropriations 
amount to over tQ,000,000. The expo- 
sition is international in its character; 
fifty of the world's countries are tak- 
ing part. 


The world's fair covers two square 


miles of ground and occupies a mag- 
nificent site at Forest park. The archi 
teetural scheme of the fair is that of a 
lidy's opened fan, the apex being the 
magnificent Festival Hall, which sur- 
mounts an eminence on the grounds. 
This immense building with its stupen- 
dous demo is flunked by the crescent 
shaped terrace of states, terminating 
in beautiful pavilions. 
Frcm Festi- 


val Hall and the terminal pavilions 
fall three Immense cascades flowing 
into broad lagocns which 
radiate 


throughout the fair grounds. Twelve 
immense palaces contain the general 
exhibits while the exhibits of the va- 
rious states and foreign countries are 
contained in additional beautiful build- 
ings. The amusement features of the 
exposition are represented by the 
Pike, comprising 
many 
historical, 


geographical and scenic concessions. 


The Japanese exhibit is very small, 


mostly consisting of fine art acd carv- 
ing, also fine needle work, beautiful 
inlaid and 
hand-carved 
furniture, 


black marble stands, tables and bed- 
steads inlaid with pearl. 


You can see the Igorrotes kill, cook 


and eat dogs. They live in huts made 
of logs and straw roofs like a good- 
sized chicken coop. In the Philippine 
reservation you can see them as they 
live in their own country and at work 
weaving fine silks and carrying wood. 
I have been here for five months. 


The city of St. Lous is the fourth 


city of the United States. If had a 
population in 1900 ot 575,333; in 1904, 
700,000, and is rapidly climbing toward 
the million mark, It is situated on 
the right bank of the Mississippi, 
twenty miles below the junction of the 
Missouri and Mississippi. In area it 
covers 62% square miles and has a 
frontage on the river of 19 miles 
St 


Liuis is the great entry port for the 
trade of the great southwest, one of 
the most prosperous and promising 
districts of the whole United States. 
It was established in 1764 as a trading 
post by Pierre Liguest Laclede and 
Auguste Chontean. It became in time 
the centre of France's fnr trade in tbe 
west. In 1771 it was occupied by a 
small body of Spanish troops, but in 
1800 the French again obtained the 
transfer of their possession of Louisi- 
ana, but not to retain it long, for in 
1803 this great territory was purchased 
frcm Napoleon by President Thomas 
Jefferson. Tbe territory embraced in 
the Lousiana Purchase Includes the 
present states of Missouri, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Oklahoma, Kansas, Iowa, 
Nebraska, North Dakota, South Dako 
ta, Indian territory and portions of 
the states of Minnesota, Montana, Wy 
oming and Colorado. St. Louis gradu- 
ally developed in importance and in 
1822 received its charter as a city. It 
made tremendous strides in the lat- 
ter half of the last century, between 
I860 and 1870, almost doubling its pop- 
ulation, In the last 44 years its popu- 
lation has more than quadrupled. In 
many branches of manufacture and 
commerce St. Louis leads the cities of 
the world. 
It possesses many fine 


public buildings and has a magnifi- 
cent park system.

wife and four children and bis sister, 
who were on tha ears, lost their lives. 


The old court house which has stood 


for 52 years, in Somerset, is being torn 
down. 
Seven persons executed for 


murder were convicted in this court 
house,. The last act in the old build- 
ing was the pronouncing of the verdict 
of guilty of murder in the first degree 
against Carrie Ann Simpson.

publish an extract from the "Digest of 
the Game Laws" of 1903, giving a list 
of birds and animals that may be 
killed in Pennsylvania, when they 
may be killed and the number each 
person may kill: 


Doves, unlimited number in one day; 


can be killed at any time. 


Elk, deer or fawn, two in one year; 


during November only. 


English, 
Mongolian or 
Chinese 


pheasants, unlimited; October 15 to 
December 15, inclusive. 


Grouse (Ruffed), commonly called 


pheasants, ten in one day; October 15 
to December 15, inclusive. 


Hare or rabbit, unlimited; not to be 


taken with ferret; November 1 to De- 
cember 15, inclusive. 


Quail or Virginia, partridge, 15 in 


one day; Octcbar 15 to Dacember 15, 
inclusive. 


Rail and reed birds, unlimited; Sap- 


tember, October and November. 


Web-footed wild fowl, unlimited; 


September 1 to May 1. 


Wild turkey, two in one day; Oc- 


tober 15 to December 15, inclusive. 


Woodccck, ten in one day; October 


15 to December 15 and during July. 


Squirrel, Gray, Black and Fox, un- 


limited; October 15 to Dacember 15, 
inclusive. 


Plover, unlimited; July 15 to Janu- 


ary 1. 


"All game can be bought and sold 


in season in this state except elk, deer, 
or fawn, wild turkey, ruffed grouse, 
quail or Virginia partridge and wood- 
cock, which have been 'killed in this 
commonwealth,' these cannot be sold 
at any time. 


"No game of any kind can be legally 


transported out of the state." 


It is the duty of every good citizen 


to obey the law and see that all vio- 
lators are punished.

Judge Gray's Decision. 


Judge Gray, to whom the anthracite 


coal operators and miners submitted 
the fifth award of the Coal Strike Com- 
mission for Interpretation, has decided 
in favor of the miners. 
The award 


provides for check weigbmen, or dock- 
ing bosses, whenever a majority of the 
contract miners request it, and that 
their wages, when requested by a ma- 
jority of the miners, shall be paid by 
the operators by proportional deduc- 
tions from the earnings of the mineri. 
The operators refused to collect from 
miners who refused to make written 
assignments authorizing such deduc- 
tions. 
Judge Gray's decision, is in 


brief, that check weigbmen shall be 
employed at every colliery whenever 
r. quested by a majority of the con- 
tract miners employed therein, and 
that the wages of the check weighmen 
shall be fixed, collected from and paid 
by all the miners. It is thought that 
the decision will tend to diminish 
strikes and usher in an era of content- 
ment in the anthracite region.

Tor the above mentioned reasons, 


amoni; many others, the people de- 
mand reform of these abuses, and such 
reform demands and should receive im- 
mediate attention. 


The two leading parties have always 


differed as to the principle of customs 
taxation. 
Our paity has always ad- 


vanced the theory that the object Is 
the rai-ung of revenue for support of 
the government whatever other results 
may incidentally flow therefrom. The 
Republican party, on the other band, 
contends that customs duties should 
be le\ icd primarily for protection, so 
called, with revenue as tbe subordinate 
purpose, thus using the power (j¥ tax- 
ation to build up the business ancrprop- 
erty of tbe few at the expense of the 
many. 


This difference of principle still sub- 


sists, but our party appreciates that tbe 
long continued policy of the country, 
as manifested In its statutes, makes it 
necessary that tariff reform should bo 
prudently and sagaciously undertaken 
on scientific principles, to tbe end that 
there should not be an immediate rev- 
olution in existing conditions. 


Iu tbe words of our platform we de- 


mand "a revision and a gradual re- 
duction of tbe tariff by tbe friends of 
the masses, and for the common weal, 
and not by the friends of Its abuses, 
Its extortions and discriminations." 


It Is true that the Republicans, who 


do not admit iu their platform that the 
Dlngley tariff needs tbe slightest al- 
teration, are likely to retain a major- 
ity of the federal senate throughout the 
next presidential term and could, there- 
fore, if they chose, block every at- 
tempt at legislative relief. 
But it 


should be remembered that tic Re- 
publican party includes many revision- 
ists, and I believe It will shrink from 
defying tie popular will expressed un- 
mistakably and peremptorily at the 
ballot box. 


The people demand reform of exist- 


ing conditions. Since the last Demo- 
cratic administration the cost of living 
has grievously Increased. Those hav- 
ing nxed Incomes have suffered keenly; 
those living on wnges, If there has 
been any Increase, know that such in- 
crease has not kept pace with the ad- 
vance In tbe cost of living, including 
rent and the necessaries of life. Many 
today are out of work, unable to se- 
cure any wagei at all. To alleviate 
these conditions In so far as Is in our 
power should be our earnest endeavor. 
Trust Remedies. 


I pointed out In my earlier response 


tbe remedy \\hidi, In my Judgment, 
can 
effectually 
be applied against 


monopolies, and the assurance was 
then uivcn that If existing laws, in- 
cluding both statute and common law, 
proved inadequate, contrary to my ex- 
pectations, I favor such further legis- 
lation within constitutional limitations 
as will best promote and safeguard the 
Interests of all the people. 


Whether there Is any common law 


which can be applied and enforced by 
the federal courts cannot be determin- 
ed by the president or by a candidate 
for the presidency. 


The determination of this question 


was left by tbe people In framing tbo 
constitution to the judiciary and not 
to tbe executive. The supreme court 
of tbe 1 lilted States has recently con- 
sidered this question, and, in tbe cass 
of tbe Western Union Telegraph com 
pany versus the Call Publishing com- 
pany, to be found in the one hundred 
and eighty-first volume of tbe United 
States supreme court reports, at page 
82, It decided that common law prin- 
ciples could be applied by United 
States courts in cases involving inter- 
tate commerce In the absence of L'nit- 
d States statutes specifically cover- 
ng the case. Such is the law of tbe 
and. 
leciprocity. 
In my address to the notification 
omniiUee I said that tariff reform "ii 
.erunndecl by the best interests of 
>oth 
manufacturer 
and 
consumer.' 


With eiiiial truth it can be said that 
be benefits of reciprocal trade trea- 
les would enure to both. That tbe 
onsumer would be helped is unques: 


Enable. That the manufacturer would 
ecelve Croat benefit by extending his 
markets abroad hardly needs demon- 
tratlon. His productive capacity has 
utgrown the home market. The very 
erm "home market" has changed in 
ts significance. Once, from the manu- 
acturers' point of view, it meant ex- 
pansion; today the marvelous growth 
f our manufacturing Industries has 
ar exceeded the consumptive capacity 
}f our domestic markets, and tbe term 
'home market"

ather than expansion. If wo would 
run our mills to their full capacity, 
bus giving steady employment to our 
workmen and securing to them and to 
he manufacturer the profits accruing 
rom Increased production, other mar- 
sets must be found. Furthermore, 
when our manufacturers are depend- 
ent on raw materials In whole or part 
rnporteci, It is vital to the extension 
if their martlets abroad that they se- 
cure their materials on the most fa- 
vorable terms. 


Our martyred president, William Me 


Klnley, appreciated this situation. He 
pointed out in his last address to the 
jeople that we must make sensible 
;rade arrangements If "we shall ex 
tend the outlets for our increasing sur 
)lus." He said: "A system which pro 
vldes a mutual oxcbnnge of commodi 
ties is manifestly essential to the con 
tinned und healthful growth of our ex 
port trade. » » * The period of exclu 
Biveness is past. The expansion of ou 
trade and commerce is tbe pressin 
problem. Commercial wars are unprof 
liable. 
A policy of good will am 


friendly relations will prevent repris 
als. 
lledprociiy treaties are in bar 


mony v, ilb the spirit of the times 
measu'vs of retaliation are not." 


This argument ^\ as made in the in 


terest of our manufacturers, whos 
products, he urged, "have so mult 
plied that the problem of more market 
requires our uigeut and immediate a 
tendon." He had come to realize tha 
the so called stand pat policy mus 
give way; that there must be a redu> 
tion of duties to enable our manufa 
turers to cultivate foreign markets 
Tbe last words of this president, wh 
had won the affection of his country 
men, ought to be studied by every ma 
•who has any doubt of the necessity o 
a reduction In tariff rates in tbe Intel 
est of the manufacturer. They presen 
with clearness a situation and a pri 
posed remedy that prompted the prov 
eion in our platform which declare 
that "we favor liberal trade arrange 
rnents with Canada and with people 
of other conn'ries where they can b 
entctei"1 into v, ilb benefit to America 
agriculture, manufactures, mining o 
coianii : e."

years prior to I860, ^ .iun the Kepub- 
.Ican party came Into power, our mer- 
chant m'arine carried an average of 
75 per cent of our foreign commerce. 
By 1877 it had dwindled to 27 per cent. 
Now we carry but a contemptibly 
small fraction of our exports and im- 
ports. 


American shipping In tbe foreign 


trade was greater by over 100,000 tons 
ii 1810, nearly 100 years ago, than It 
was last year. In the face of the con- 
tinuous decline In the record of Amer- 
ican shipping during the last forty- 
three years the promise of the Repub- 
lican party to restore it Is without en- 
couragement. The record of tbe Dem- 
ocratic party gives assurance that the 
task can be more widely intrusted to 


It is an arduous task to undo the ef- 


fect of forty years of decadence and 
requires the study and investigation 
of those best fitted by experience to 
find tbe remedy, which surely does not 
:ie In the granting of subsidies wrung 
from the pockets of all the taxpayers. 
Investigation of Government Depart- 


ments. 
Recent disclosures, cotipled with the 


rapid augmentation of government ex- 
penditures, show a need of an Investi- 
gation of every department of the gov- 
ernment. The Democrats in congress 
demanded it. The Republican majori- 
ty refused tbe den...nd. The people 
can determine by tiieir vote in No- 
vember whether thcv wish an honest 
and thorough Investigation. A Demo- 
cratic congress and evccutive will as- 
sure It. 
Army and Navy. 


We are Justly proud of the officers 


and men of our army and navy. Both, 
however, have suffered from the per- 
sistent Injection of personal and polit- 
ical influence. Promotions and appoint- 
ments have been frequently based on 
favoritism instead of merit. Trials 
and court martials have been set aside 
under circumstances Indicating polit- 
ical Interference. 
These and other 


abuses should be corrected. 
Pensions For Our Soldiers and Sailors. 


The national Deraocracjvfavors lib- 


eral pensions to the surviving soldiers 
and sailors and their dependents on 
the ground that they deserve liberal 
treatment. <J pledges by Its platform 
adequate legislation to that end. 
But 


It denies tbe right of tee executive to 
usurp the power of congress to legis- 
late on that subject. Siich usurpation 
was attempted by pension order No. 
78, and effect has been given to It by 
a congress that dared not resent tbe 


nsnrpaflon. It Is said that "this <Vder 
was made in the performance of a 
duty Imposed upon the president by 
act of congress," but the provision 
making the imposition Is not pointed 
out. 
The act to which the order re 


fers, which is the one relating to pen 
Blons to civil war veterans, does no 
authorize pensions on tbe ground o 
age. It does grant pensions to those 
"suffering from any mental or physica 
disability or disabilities of a perma 
nent character, not the result of thel 
own vicious habits, which so incapacl 
tates them from tbe performance o 
manual labor as to render tbem una 
ble to earn a support." This spealflec 
requirement of Incapacity Is In effec

sons over sixty-two. 


The war closed nearly forty year 


ago.

markets In all parts of the world has 
xclted the serious apprehension of 
II the great Industrial peoples. It Is 
ssential, therefore, more than ever 
o adhere strictly to the traditional 
ollcy of the country as formulated by 
ts first president and never, In my 
tidgment, wisely departed from—to In- 
Ite friendly relations with all nations 
•bile avoiding entangling alliances 


with ajiy. Such a policy means the cul- 
Ivatlon of peace Instead of the glorlflca- 
lon of war, and the mlndlnjr of our own 
UBlness in lieu of spectacular Intermed- 


wlth the affairs of other nations. 


t means strict observance of the prtn- 
ipleg of International faw and condemns 
30 doctrine that a great state, by rea- 
on of Its strength, may rightfully ap- 
ropriate the sovereignty or territory of 
small state on account of Its weakness. 
t means for other American states that 
•e claim no rights and will assume no

teform In Governmental Expenditures. 
Twenty-eight years have passed since 
he Democratic party of the state of New 
TorX In convention assembled recom- 
_iended to the national Democracy the 
nomination of Samuel J. Tilden as Its 


.naldate for the presidency and declared 
t to be "their sottled conviction that a 
•eturn to the constitutional principles, 
tugal expenses and administrative purity 
of the founders of the republic la the first 
.nd most Imperious duty of the times- 
he commanding issue now before the 
people of the Union." 
This strong ex- 


irosslon was called forth by the national 
ixpenditures for the year 1876, which 
imounted to $274,000,000—a situation which, 
_n the opinion of a majority of our peo- 
jle, Justified an Imperative demand for 
•eform In tha administration 
of public 


affairs. 
As the expenditures of tho last 


Iscal year amounted to the enormous 
iotal of $682,000,000, It la evident that a 
:horough investigation of the public serv- 
.ce and the Immediate abandonment of 
useless and extravagant expenditures aro 
more necessary now than they were then. 
This astounding Increase Is out of all 
proportion to the Increase of our popula- 
tion and finds no exouse from whatever 
aspect we view the situation. The na- 
tional Democratic platform declares that 
"large reductions can easily be made in 
the annual expenditures of the govern- 
ment without impairing the efficiency of 
my branch of the public service." Can 
Ihere be any doubt of the accuracy of 
this statement? 
Between the expendi- 


tures of the year 1886, amounting to ?2-12,- 
XX>,000, and those of the last fiscal year 
the seventh after Grover Cleveland ceas- 
ed to be president—aggregating $582,000,000, 
there Is a difference so great as to excite 
alarm in the breasts of all thoughtfu' 
men. Even excluding the sum of $50,000.- 
OCO paid for the Panama canal rights and 
to the state of Panama, the expenditures 
of the last fiscal year exceeded the sum 
of 8632,000.000, being more than double the 
expenditures of the government for all 
purposes during t&e first year of Mr. 
Cleveland's administration. 


Tbe expenses of tbe first four years euo- 


ceoding the loot DemocrAlo administra- 
tion amounted to the enormous average 
of $511,000,000 per year. 
This large ex- 


penditure was due to a considerable ex- 
tent to the cost of the Spanish-American 
war, which occurred during that period 
But the termination of that war brought 
no relief to the treasury, for the average 
annual expenses of the government dur- 
ing the three subsequent years ending 
June SO, 1904, were about $515,000,000, which 
is the largest sum hitherto reached dur- 
ing a like period since the close of the 
civil war, 


This draft upon the revenues of the 


country has had the effect which mlgh 
have been anticipated, and now we have 
presented the reverse of the situation 
which led to the famous observation, "I 
Is a condition and not a theory which 
confronts us," for, although the presen1 
Incumbent found at the close of the first 
fiscal year during which he assumed c 
trol of the administration a surplus of 
celpts over expenditures of more than 
$21,000,000, there was an excess of ex 
pendltures over receipts at the close o; 
the last fiscal year of $42,000,000, and the 
official 
monthly 
reports made by thi 


treasury department show that the ex 
pendltures are continuously and rapidly 
Increasing, while the receipts are dlmln 
Ishing. 
In this connection It Is Interesting tt 


note the recent administrative orders for 
btddlnf government officers from making 
public any statement of estimates 
which future appropriations are to be 
based. 


If a man of ordinary Intelligence and 


prudence should find In the operating ex 
penses of his business such a tremendou; 
percentage of Increase, would he no 
promptly set on foot an Inquiry for thi 
cause of the waste and take Immedlati 
measures to stop It, especially 
when 


trusted employees have been found dls 
honest and convicted and a wldespreai 
impression exists that a thorough Jnvestl 
gation may discover other cases of mal 
feasance? When the chief executive re 
ported to congress that "through frauds 
forgeries and perjuries and by shameles 
briberies the laws relating to the prope 
conduct of the public service in genera 
and to the due administration of the post 
office department have been notorious!- 
violated * * « " there was a general popu 
lar demand for a rigid, sweeping Investl 
gation by congress in addition to that un 
dertaken by the executive himself. Sue 
an Investigation the Republican majorit 
In congress would not permit, althoug
